Girls’  Dormitory 
Construction 
Gets  Under  Way 

A contract  for  the  construction 
of  the  new  women’s  dormitory  has 
been  awarded  to  Louis  De  Young, 
contractor,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  An- 
Mouncement  of  the  award  was  made 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
university’s  board  of  trustees, 
consisting  of  Thomas  N.  Taylor,  J. 
Wm.  Knight,  and  Stephen  L.  Chip- 
man. 

The  amount  of  the  contract  for 
the  building’s  construction  is  $75,- 
710.  This  was  the  lowest  of  the  bids 
submitted,  it  was  revealed. 

A (separate  contract  for  the 
plumbing  and  heating  of  the  struc- 
ture previously  had  beeint  awarded 
to  P.  L.  Larsen  of  Provo  for  the 
amount  of  $16,523. 

Work  began  this  week  on  the 
new  building  which  is  to  be  lo- 
cated at  the  corner  of  Eighth  North 
and  University  avenue,  two  blocks 
from  the  hill  campus  at  B.  Y.  U.  It 
is  to  be  L shaped,  facing  north  on 
Eighth  North  street. 

The  proposed  dormitory  is  to 
have  a capacity  of  90  people,  some- 
what larger  than  that  of  Allen  Hall, 
cooperative  men’s  dormitory,  built 
last  year.  Iin  design  it  will  be  sim- 
ilar to  Allen  Hall  of  Tudor  style 


Students  interested  in  the  po- 
sition of  Banyan  editor  should  sub- 
mit their  applications  immediately 
to  the  Publications  Committee 
states  Professor  J.  M.  Jensen. 

Same  applications  have  already 
been  reeoived  but  the  Committee 
will  also  consider  those  submitted 
in  the  near  future.

Fall  Registration 
Nears  New  Record 

With  1965  students  from  30 
states  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia; from  Alaska,  Hawaii,  the  Phil- 
ipinies,  Canada  and  Mexico  enrolled 
this  morning,  registration  at  Young 
university  reached  an  all  time  high 
for  the  corresponding  date,  accord- 
ing to  figures  released  by  registrar 
John  E.  Hayes.  This  represents 
probably  a wider  area  than  ever 
before. 

Fgures  for  the  last  two  years  for 
this  corresponding  date  were:  1936- 
’37  - 1734,  1937-38  - 1800.  As  the 
total  for  these  years  were,  respect- 
ively, 2321  and  2461  about  2600  are 
expected  by  the  end  of  this  school 
year  if  the  increase  continues  as  it 
has  so  far.  Figures  released  by  pro- 
fessor Hayes  reveal  approximately  a 
9%  increase  over  the  corresponding 
date  last  year.

AH  reserve  books  _(whieh  are 
taken  out  for  home  use  are  due  in 
the  reserve  room  at  9:30  the  follow- 
ing morning. 

A fine  of  25  cents  will  be 
charged  on  each  reserve  book  over 
due  with  a charge  of  10  cents  for 
each  additional  hour. 

If  there  is  more  than  one  copy 
of  a book  on  the  Reserve  the  other 
copies  may  be  taken  out  for  home 
use  at  5 p.  m. 

Current  magazines  may  be  sign- 
ed for  in  the  Reserve  Room,  but 
may  not  be  taken  from  the  library 
without  special  permission  from 
the  librarians. 

A fine  of  10  cents  will  be  charg- 
ed on  each  two  weeks  book  re- 
turned late  with  an  additional 
charge  of  2 cents  for  each  day  the 
book  is  over  due. 

Any  person  who  fails  to  comply 
with  these  rules  will  be  handled  by 
the  Scholarship  Committee.  Credits 
and  withdrawal  fee  will  be  held  un- 
til charges  are  cleared. 

A student  may  reserve  any  two 
week  book  by  paying  one  cent,  to 
cover  the  cost  of  mailing,  at  the 
circulation  desk.  He  will  be  notified 
when  the  book  is  available. 

Circulation  of  books  will  close 
on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Fri 
day  at  11:15  a.  m.  every  evening
